Controversy over Menlo Park’: 
master plan is not yet dead, anc 
the city council Tuesday night be 
gan planning for public hearings 
on the last phase of the much 
battered proposal, originally out 
lined in 1952. 

Still to receive final council ac 
tion is the streets and highways 
portion of the plan, and council 
men this week turned attention tc 
recommendations forwarded te 
them last September by the city 
planning commission. 

Controversial among the pro 
posals is the recommended exten 
sion of Willow road from its pres 
ent deadend in Linfield Oaks 
through to El Camino opposite 
Cambridge avenue, via an under 
pass at the Southern Pacific 
This is expected to be the 
primary source of disagreentent 
when public hearings are held 


ALTERNATES 

Involved with the question is 
the likelihood that the state Sen 
ate will kill a bill, recently passec 
by the Assembly, that would have 
created a state link between Wil 
low and Sandhill roads. Engineer 
ing difficulties inherent in anoth 
er plan, to create an underpass at 
Ravenswood avenue and bring it 
to El Camino opposite Menlo ave 
nue, is another factor in the prob 
lem. 

Interested groups in the city 
already have taken positions 
with regard to these two pro- 
posals as being more desirable 
than the underpass opposite 
Cambridge. 


City Engineer Edwin H. Smith 
this week was instructed to pre- 
pare detailed studies and estimates 
for the Ravenswood and Cam 
bridge projects, and for another 
proposal to create an underpass 
from Alma street to El Camino op 
posite Middle avenue.

Prospects 
Good 
In Village

It appears that the Stanford 
Village transfer is about to be 
wrapped up after some two years 
or more of negotiations, with 
Stanford university to acquire 
title about July 1. The university 
then will resell to Stanford Re- 
search Institute almost half of 
the property, including most of 
the Ravenswood avenue frontage. 
Stanford Research Institute will 
then be in a position to commence 
4tS long-range building program, 
which will make it far and away 
Menlo Park’s largest single tax- 
payer. 


I haven’t checked the assess: 
ment rolls in some time for this 
data, but I am sure that Pacific 


Gas and Electric company is 
still our largest single  tax- 
payer. 


On this year’s rolis, public util- 
ity properties total 5.3 per cent of 
our assessed valuation. In addition 
to Pacific Gas and Electric, the 
principal components of the pub- 
lic utility valuation are Southern 
Pacific and Pacific Telephone and 
Telegraph. When I checked five 
years ago, Railway Express com-| 


pany and Western Union also 
were included for minor assess- 
ments. 

It does not appear that any| 
other tracts of Stanford Village 
land will be available for busi- 
ness development at this time. 


About seven acres is being held 
out of the transfer by U. S. Geo- 
logical Survey for its ultimate | 
building program, which will con- 
solidate its west coast activities 
in our city. Desirable as_ this 
activity is for Menlo Park, it is 
unfortunately exempt from prop- 
erty taxation. 


The remaining land will be 
used for housing, except for a 
portion that will be leased by 
the elementary school district 
on a temporary basis. 

It may be expected that with 
Stanford Research Institute mak- 
ing Menlo Park its permanent 
home, the related organizations 
may desire space, nearby. It is 
unfortunate that little land will 
be available, and we will not be 
able to seize the opportunity of 
bringing these other taxpayers 
into our city. 

Doubtless there will be organi- 
zations seeking to locate adminis- 
trative offices or research build- 
ings at the enc of six or seven 
years when the remaining parcels 
of Stanford Village will go on the 
market. However, it would have 
contributed to an integrated de- 
velopment if all of Stanford Vill- 
age were to be available for sale 
at this time. 

The only prospective such 
pieces are the lands of the Claude 
T. Lindsay company lying  be- 
tween Sunset and Allstate Insur- 
ance, and the ten acres lying 
along Middlefield road between 
American Insurance and Ravens- 
wood avenue, 

The Lindsay property is zon- 
ed central business district com- 
mercial. The other parcel of 
property is currently in litiga- 
tion, involving the U. S. gov- 
ernment and Sequoia high 
school district. 

However, the elementary school 
distriet is seeking to acquire half 
of this property for a school site, 
while the Geological Survey has 
reportedly spoken for three acres 


on the other end, to round its 
holding out to ten aeres. The! 
Lindsay property is best located 


for continuation of the insurance 
company trend to Menlo Park, 
while the Stanford Village prop- 
erty is suited for development of 
the Stanford Research 
type.
